violent gale shortly before 6 o'clock 
Thursday morning, when the Rotter- 
dam mail steamer Berlin, from Har- 
wick to Hook of Holland, having safely 
weathered the hurricane, was wrecked 
as she was entering port. With one 
single exception all of her passengers 
and crew, numbering 143 persons, are , 
dead or clinging hopelessly to the 
wreck.

efforts to save life appeared to have 
been utterly hopeless.

Guthrie. Okla., Feb. 22.-By a vote 


of 64 to 27 the constitutional conven- 
tion last afternoon adopted a resolution 
offered by Haakell of Muskog-ee, re- 
ferring the "Jim Crow" proposition'to 
a committee of nine lawyers to be se- 
lected from the members of the con- 
vention by President Murry, with in- 
structions to report their opinions as to 
its legality.

Standard Oil Company, for rendering a 
written opinion to the effect that the 
Standard Oil Company would not be 
permitted to re-enter Texas. 


Senator Bailey's attorneys refuse to 


allow Representative Cocke to cross- 
examine the witness, and were upheld 
by the committee. 


Members of the committee propose 


to insist that an effort be made to se- 
cure the evidence of H. Clay Pierce be- 
fore the inquiry closes. 
This proposi- 


tion is expected to precipitate a con- 
test, as the friends sf Senator Bailey 
are opposed, it is said, to prolonging 
the inquiry. 


Senator Bailey was questioned about 


the federal court fee bill in the Indian 
Territory and the charge relative to it. 


"That's a downright infamouB false- 


hood from beginning to end," said 
Bailey. "There is not a word of truth 
in it." 


Referring to the J. W. Phillips clerk- 


| ship in the federal government and 
the charge that Bailey had borrowed 
money from Phillips, Bailey said: 


"I paid Phillips all I ever owed him. 


I have a letter from his brother, re- 
ceived during the last few days, which 
I would like to make a part of the 
record.'' 


As to the charge regarding the Ste- 


ger and Labatt government mule con- 
tract, Bailey said; 


"That is a pure and unadulterated 


lie. I simply did for Steger what I 
would have done for any constituent 
of mine," ^

wick to Hook of Holland, having safely 
weathered the hurricane, was wrecked 
as she waa entering port.

single exception all of her passengers 
and crew, numbering 143 persons, are 
dead or clinging
